In  the  Courts. — At  Marylebone,  London, 
Police  Court,  on  February  23,  Eric  Spencer, 
M.P.S.,  was  sentenced  to  three  months' 
imprisonment  on  a  charge  of  stealing  from 
a  branch  of  Taylors  (Cash  Chemists), 
London,  Ltd.,  298  Harrow  Road,  of  which 
he  was  manager,  a  quantity  of  face  powder 
and  proprietary  articles,  valued  at  £2  i6s. 
— W.  P.  Allen,  trading  as  The  Bridge  Drug 
Stores,  251  Bow  Road,  London,  E.,  was 
summoned  by  the  Board  of  Trade  at  Old 
Street  Police  Court  on  March  i  for  selling 
two  Thermos  vacuum  flasks  at  a  price  in 
excess  of  that  permitted ;  re-selling  the 
flasks  which  had  been  bought  by  him  by 
retail;  and  selling  a  jar  of  Brylcreem  at  a 
price  in  excess  of  that  permitted.

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A  Charter  Centenary 

The  decision  to  institute  a  traveUing 
scholarship  to  commemorate  the  centenary 
of  the  granting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Charter  (p.  222)  will  be  generally 
approved.  In  reviewing  the  circumstances 
of  the  grant  the  president  of  necessity 
covered  some  of  the  ground  traversed  in 
articles  published  at  the  time  of  the  earlier 
celebration  in  1941,  when  your  issue  of 
April  12  contained  a  concise  history  of  the 
Society.  The  grant  of  a  Charter  so  soon 
after  the  presentation  of  the  Council's 
petition  on  November  5,  1842,  might, 
Mr.  Howells  explained,  be  "partly"  attri- 
buted to  the  Society's  good  fortune  in 
securing  the  services  of  William  Allen  as 
its  first  president.  Light  is  thrown  on  this 
aspect  of  the  grant  on  pp.  41-42  of  "  Plough 
Court"  (1927),  where  it  is  shown  that  Allen 
was  a  valued  friend  of  the  Duke  of  Kent, 
father  of  Queen  Victoria.  This  friendship, 
'reinforced  by  Allen's  estimable  character 
as  a  philanthropist,  largely  accounted  for 
the  promptitude  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
in  seeing  the  matter  through  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Society.  The  Council,  in  its  first 
months,  showed  commendable  activity  in 
launching  a  school,  a  library  and  other 
enterprises,  thus  qualifying  for  the  status 
of  a  chartered  body.  If  the  Society  was 
fortunate  in  persuading  William  Allen  to 
preside  at  the  outset,  it  was  still  more  so  in 
finding  a  man  of  the  education  and  culture 
of  Jacob  Bell  to  work  with  energy  and 
foresight  in  building  up  an  institution  on 
essentially  sound  lines.  Whether  his 
successors  have  always  lived  up  to  his  high 
standard  is  another  question. 

Looking  Forward 

The  three  queries  with  which  Mr.  Howells 
ended  his  centenary  address  will  no  doubt 
receive  careful  attention  in  the  branches 
of  the  Society.  I  am  not  sure  what  is  meant 
by  linking  the  education  of  pharmacists  to 
a  greater  extent  with  "all  phases  of  modern 
development  in  the  large-scale  manufacture 
of  medicines."  When  we  think  on  the  one 
hand  of  the  extent  of  the  indebtedness  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to 
the  research  laboratories  of  manufacturing 
houses,  and  on  the  other  hand  of  the  fre- 
quency, in  normal  times,  of  visits  to  such 
houses  by  parties  of  pharmacists  and 
students,  it  would  seem  that  the  link  is 
already  a  strong  one.  The  question  "  Should 
the  Society's  long-term  policy  be  directed 


to  extending  or  limiting  its  participation 
the  enforcement  of  the  law?"  will,  I  hq 
be  definitely  answered  in  favour  of  limi 
tion.  As  a  professional  body,  the  Societ 
main  concern  should  be  the  evolution 
the  professional  side  of  pharmacy.  Th 
are  already  in  existence  sufficient  prosec 
ing  authorities  for  every  kind  of  ofifei 
known  to  the  law ;  so  much  is  this  the  c 
that  certain  lines  of  demarcation 
observed — for  instance,  between  coui 
court  practice  and  police  court  pract:

—The  Use  of  Manures  and 
Composts 

TiCALLY  everyone  connected  with  the 
vation  of  the  soil  appreciates  the  vital 
rtance  of  manuring.  Plants  must  have 
and  it  is  from  the  manures  and 
Users  applied  that  most  of  the  essential 
s  necessary  for  healthy  and  profitable 
th  are  obtained.    Crops  cannot  be 
n  successfully  on  the  same  land  year 
year  unless  the  plant  foods  which  have 
taken  from  the  soil  are  replaced.  When 
supply   of  animal  manures  became 
ult,  the  so-called  artificial  fertilisers 
used  in  increasing  quantities  and 
rded  by  some  as  substitutes  for  the 
al  manures.  Whilst  it  would  be  correct 
ay  that  chemical  fertilisers  do  supply 
three  essential  plant  foods,  nitrogen, 
phates  and  potash,  they  do  not  supply 
lus,  which  is  the  product  of  decomposing 
nic  matter.  Humus  is  the  most  essential 
tituent  of  the  soil,  and  without  it,  and 
bacteria  which  break  it  down,  the  soil 
ot  be  fertile.  It  will,  therefore,  be  seen 
humus-making    materials    such  as 
al  manures  or  decomposing  orga-nic 
ter  must  be  used  and  the  chemical 
ilisers  regarded  as  supplements  neces- 
to  obtain  heavier  crops.    To  appre- 
fully   the   value   of    manures  and 
lisers  one  must  study  the  soil  and  the 
that  Nature  plays  in  connexion  with 
fertility. 

Soil :  Its  Functions 

oil  is  the  growing  medium ;  it  may  vary 
light  sand  to  heavy  clay,  but  generally 
aking  only  the  top  few  inches  are  fertile, 
e  reason  for  this  is  that  in  the  top  soil 
to  be  found  the  decomposing  plant  and 
mal  residues.

this,  we  must  return  to  the  soil  as  much 
organic  matter  in  bulk  as  that  of  the  crops 
removed. 

Manures 

The  natural  choice  would  undoubtedly 
be  farmyard  manure,  which  consists  of 
straw  plus  dung  and  urine  trampled  by 
animals  in  confined  yards  or  buildings ; 
the  better  the  animals  are  fed,  the  richer 
the  manure  is  likely  to  be  in  plant  foods. 
The  manure  can  be  obtained  from  horses, 
cattle  or  pigs.  Horse  manure  is  fibrous, 
dry  and  hot,  ferments  quickly,  and  is 
particularly  useful  on  heavy  soils.  Cattle 
manure  is  heavier  and  usually  contains 
more  liquid ;  it  is  best  stacked  and  allowed 
to  mature  before  use.  Pig  manure  is  the 
heaviest  of  the  animal  manures  and  is 
really  only  suitable  for  light  soils ;  it  gives 
the  best  results  when  mixed  with  straw 
before  stacking  in  a  heap  to  mature.  Care 
should  always  be  taken  in  storing  all  forms 
of  animal  manure  to  prevent  loss  of  the 
liquids,  as  most  of  the  nitrogen  and  potash 
are  contained  in  the  urine.  The  plant  foods 
in  the  dung  itself  are,  generally  speaking, 
insoluble  and  not  readily  available.  The 
value  of  the  dung  is  that  in  common  with 
the  straw  it  forms  humus.  Whilst  the  heavy 
soils  can  digest  manures  containing  a  large 
proportion  of  long  straw,  it  is  important 
to  use  only  well-rotted  manures  on  the 
lighter  soils.  It  is  advisable  to  avoid  the 
use  of  manures  containing  wood  chippings 
or  sawdust,  firstly  on  account  of  the 
slowness  of  decomposition,  secondly  because 
harmful  fungi  may  grow  on  the  rotting 
wood. 

Composts 

The  problem  which  the  town  and  even 
the  country  gardener  is  up  against  is  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  animal  manures,  so 
one  has  to  consider  alternatives.  Here  we 
take  a  leaf  from  Nature's  book  by  utilising 
all  the  waste  vegetation  and  converting  it 
into  manure.  The  process  has  been  called 
composting  and  the  material  made,  com- 
post. A  considerable  number  of  composting 
experiments  have  been  carried  out  in  recent 
years  with  the  result  that  several  different 
methods  of  composting  are  now  recom- 
mended,   but    the    general    principle  of 
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converting  vegetable  wastes,  such  as  leaves, 
pea  and  potato  haulms,  lawn  mowings,  etc., 
into  manure,  is  the  same.  At  Lenton  House 
Experimental  Station  we  have  found  the 
following  method  most  satisfactory : — 

Select  a  shady  part  of  the  garden  out  of 
the  full  heat  of  the  sun,  stake  out  an  area 
6  ft.  X  4  ft.,  spread  the  garden  rubbish, 
which  should  if  possible  be  mixed  material, 
about  6  inches  thick.  Trample  it  down ; 
if  it  is  very  dry,  damp  it  with  water  but 
do  not  saturate  it,  then  sprinkle  evenly 
on  the  top  i  lb.  sulphate  of  ammonia.  The 
addition  of  a  nitrogenous  fertiliser  promotes 
the  growth  of  the  micro-organisms  which 
decompose  the  plant  tissues.  Add  a  further 
6-inch  layer  of  rubbish,  then  a  sprinkling 
of  soil  about  ^  inch  thick,  after  which 
another  layer  of  rubbish  should  be  added, 
then  more  sulphate  of  ammonia,  and  so  on 
until  the  heap  is  about  4  ft.  high.  When 
finished,  cap  the  top  with  a  2-inch  layer  of 
soil  to  keep  out  the  rain  and  to  prevent 
drying  out.  The  heap  will  sink  as  de- 
composition sets  in.  If  the  compost  heap  is 
made  during  the  summer  or  early  autumn

sufficient  heat  will  be  generated  to  destroy 
weed  seeds,  etc. ;  in  winter  the  process  takes 
longer  and  weed  seeds  may  not  be  destroyed. 
It  is  an  advantage  to  turn  the  material  once 
during  the  process,  but  this  is  not  necessary 
if  the  sides  are  cut  down  with  a  sharp  spade 
after  about  six  weeks  and  the  outside 
material  placed  on  top  of  the  heap  under- 
neath the  capping  of  soil. 

The  length  of  time  taken  before  the 
compost  is  ready  for  use  varies  according 
to  the  materials  used.  Soft  materials  such 


as  cabbage  leaves,  lawn  mowings,  et 
should  be  ready  in  about  eight  weeks,  b 
if  tougher  waste  is  used,  the  process  m 
take  three  to  four  months  or  even  longi 
Thick  woody  stems,  tree  prunings  a: 
sawdust  are  not  suitable  for  compostir 
and  should  be  burnt  for  the,  wood  ash,  whi 
contains  valuable  potash.  The  use 
sulphate  of  ammonia  or  one  of  the  propr 
tary  compost-makers  is  important,  not  or 
because  the  treated  material  decompo; 
more  quickly  but  because  plants  grown 
land  manured  with  untreated  compost  te 
to  be  stunted  in  growth  owing  to  a  df 
ciency  of  nitrogen.  Compost  heaps  correc 
made  do  not  smell,  nor  do  they  attract  fii 
but  the  addition  of  meat  or  fish  waste  m 
give  rise  to  both.  In  common  with  fari 
yard  manure,  compost  must  be  well  rott 
before  being  dug  into  light  land".

The  use  of  prepared  hop  manures  has 
become  very  popular  in  recent  years  and 
they  are  of  the  greatest  value  in  improving 
the  condition  of  the  soil,  but  like  green 
manuring  they  do  not  add  much  in  the  way 
of  plant  foods  to  the  soil.  Although  most 
hop  manures  on  the  market  are  expensive 
they  are  purchased  regularly  by  gardeners 
on  account  of  the  simple  and  clean  way  in 
which  they  can  be  used.  Among  other 
materials  useful  for  adding  humus  to  the 
soil,  peat,  seaweed,  rags,  hair,  shoddy 
(woollen  waste),  feathers,  etc.,  can  be 
mentioned,  but  with  the  exception  of  peat, 
these  are  not  readily  available  to  the 
gardener  and  allotment  holder.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  the  most  popular  method 
of  maintaining  soil  fertility  at  the  present 
time  is  composting.  The  compost  heap  is 
now  a  feature  of  the  garden  and  is  the 
answer  to  the  acute  shortage  of  farmyard 
manure.

CHEMISTS'  FRIENDS  ASSOCIATION 


A  MEETING  of  the  Council  of  the  Chemists' 
Friends  Association  was  held  in  London  on 
February  i6.  The  council  received  a  report 
of  a  special  meeting  of  the  C.F.  Standards 
Committee,  held  on  February  g,  to  consider 
a  proposal  submitted  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Blackwell 
regarding  the  committee's  terms  of  refer- 
ence. The  recommendations  of  the  com- 
mittee, which  were  incorporated  in  the 
report,  were  adopted,  and  it  was  resolved 
that  the  rules  given  below  should  be  applied 
to  all  future  applications,  the  final  decision 
remaining  with  the  council. 

Rules  of  Standards  Committee 

1.  Classification. — -That    all  preparations 
shaU  be  classified  under  two  groups: — 

A.  — Preparations  which  are  sold  mainly 
on  doctors'  prescriptions,  orders  and  recom- 
mendations and  which  are  not  the  subject  of 
lay  advertising  by  the  manufacturer. 

B.  — Preparations  which  are  advertised  by 
the  manufacturer  to  the  public  and/or 
preparations  which  are  intended  for  sale 
mainly  by  window  display  or  by  personal 
recommendation  on  the  part  of  the  chemist. 

2.  Claims. — That  claims  made  in  advertise- 
ments, literature,  labels  and/or  packing  material 
be  examined  with  reference  to  the  formula  and 
type  of  product. 

A.  — Subject  to  the  preparation  being 
labelled  to  the  effect  that  it  is  to  be  taken 
under  medical  direction,  and  to  the  manu- 
facturer giving  an  undertaking  to  refrain 
from  lay  advertising,  preparations  for  inclu- 
sion in  group  are  acceptable  under  this  rule. 

B.  — The  claims  made  must  be  reasonable  in 
relation  to  the  formula,  and  special  claims 
must  be  supported  by  experimental  or 
clinical  data.   The  literature  and  directions 

,  must  safeguard  the  public  against  misuse,  or 
use  in  cases  where  the  article  could  not  be 
beneficial. 

3.  Formula,  Presentation,  etc. — That  the 
formula,  pack  and  presentation  of  the  article  • 
shall  be  pharmaceutically  acceptable  : — 

A.  — As  these  products  are  to  be  sold  on 
doctors'  orders  or  prescriptions,  the  formula 
and  pack  are  not  questionable  from  the 
ordinary  trading  standards  and  will  be 
accepted  excepting  in  a  very  exceptional  case, 
e.g.  unsuitable  sizes  for  dispensing  purposes. 

B.  — The  formula  to  be  examined  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  ingredients  being  known, 
admitted  and  approved  remedies,  e.g.  to  be 
found  in  standard  works  of  reference  or  in 
reports  in  medical  journals;  and  the  quanti- 
ties present  sufficient  to  have  a  medicinal 
action.  The  packing  and  presentation  to  be 
such  as  is  generally  acceptable  in  pharmacy. 

4.  Source  of  Production. — That  the  source 
of  production  be  examined,  and  considered  from 


the  point  of  view  of  standing  in  the  ii 
financial  and  otherwise.  l 

A .  — The  need  in  this  case  is  to  be  sCire  n 
where  ethical  products  are  being  accepll 
they  are  produced  under  satisfactory  co 
tions.

Sir  J.  Anderson:  The  new  Director  of 
the  National  Institute  for  Medical  Research 
is  a  distinguished  investigator  in  an  impor- 
tant branch  of  medical  science,  who  has 
already  been  head  of  a  department  in  a 
medical  school  of  the  University  of  London. 
I  am  aware  that  he  is  not  medically  quali- 
fied, but  I  may  point  out  that  the  clinical 
departments  of  the  Medical  Research  Coun- 
cil are  not  comprised  in  the  National 
Institute.  The  present  members  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council  are  as  follows : —

The  third  lecture  in  the  post-graduate 
course  organised  by  the  Manchester  Phar- 
maceutical Association  was  held  on  Febru- 
ary 17.  The  lecturer  was  again  Miss  Ivy 
Roberts,  and  the  subject  was  "Sterilisation 
by  Filtration;  Tyndallisation." 

Sterilisation  by  Filtration 

Filtration,  said  Miss  Roberts,  is  used  as 
a  method  of  sterilisation  (i)  as  an  alterna- 
tive to  autoclaving ;  (2)  as  an  alternative 
to  heating  with  a  bactericide;  and  (3)  for 
substances  stable  in  solution.  Its  advan- 
tages are  that  it  avoids  the  use  of  heat ; 
does  not  require  presence  of  a  bactericide ; 
and  removes  killed  organisms.  The  method 
is  therefore  useful  when  large  quantities 
of  intravenous  injections  have  to  be  pre- 
pared, because  it  removes  the  proteins. 
Disadvantages  of  the  filtration  method  are  : 

Danger  of  Accidental  Contamination. — To 
obviate  this,  extremely  careful  technique 
is  required.  This  necessitates  special  rooms, 
filtered  air,  or  filtration  under  screens.  Some 
filters  are  difficult  to  clean,  requiring  scrub- 
bing and  the  aid  of  strong  acids.  In  these 
there  is  always  the  danger  of  a  slight  leak 
developing,  and  for  this  reason  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  insists  on  a  sterility  test 
following  filtrations.  Filtration  is  not 
intended  for,  and  is  impracticable  in, 
dispensing-counter  practice. 

Danger  of  Adsorption  of  the  Solution  by 
the  Filter. — This  is  not  serious  in  large-scale 
use,  as  the  first  portion  of  the  filtrate  can  be 
rejected,  and  by  then  the  filter  will  have 
reached  its  adsorption  saturation. 

Aseptic  Technique  .in  Filtration 

A  special  apparatus  is  used  which  is 
designed  to  be  sterilised  as  a  whole.  The 
filters  are  liable  to  take  up  water  during 
autoclaving  and  must  be  dried  in  an  oven 
at  80°.  The  types  of  filters  in  use  are : 

(1)  Unglazed  porcelain.  (Cheap,  but  slow 
in  passing  filtrate  and  not  easy  to  clean.) 

(2)  Sintered  glass.  (Good,  the  best  being 
of  Continental  make.  There  is  little  adsorp- 
tion, the  filters  are  reasonably  quick  and 
fairly  easily  cleaned,  but  expensive  and 
easily  broken.) 

(3)  Seitz.  (This  is  in  a  metal  case  with 
asbestos  filtering-medium.  A  new  pad  is 
used  after  each  filtration,  and  laborious 


cleaning  is  thus  unnecessary.  Adsor 
is  high,  and  fibre  is  passed  into  the  fill 
which  must  therefore  be  passed  throi 
clarifying  filter.  The  solution  ma}- 
be  rendered  alkaline.  The  filter., 
unbreakable  and  speedy  in  action.) 

Before  use,  filters  should  be  teste 
filtering  through  them  a  culture  of  Ba 
prodigiosus,  sl  small  bacillus  which, 
growing,  imparts  a  red  colour  t  i 
solution.  If  on  incubation  the  fi 
develops  a  red  colour,  the  filter  is 
shown  to  be  faulty.  Filters  are  used 
either  positive  or  negative  pressure, 
positive  pressure  there  is  a  dang( 
its  being  too  high  and  forcing  the  ba 
through  the  filter.  With  negative  pn 
there  is  a  danger  of  air  leak,  and  care 
be  taken  to  break  the  vacuum  outsid 
sterile  bulb. 

Sterilisation  of  Aqueous  Solutions 

The  routine  method  of  sterilising  aq 
solutions  is  by  autoclaving  or  filtr 
If  the  solution  is  thermolabile  (i.e.  c 
be  autoclaved)  it  is  sterilised  by 
with  a  bactericide  or  filter.  Solution 
cannot  be  heated  are  filtered  or,  if  t 
impracticable,  the  substance  is  diss 
in  sterile  water  immediately  before 
Soliftions    that    are    both  unstable 
thermolabile  are  made  immediately 
use  by  dissolving  the  substance  in 
water. 

Tyndallisation 

The  process  of  Tyndallisation  c 
of  heating  solutions  at  80°  C.  for  one  h 
each  of  three  successive  days.  This 
of  heat  destroys  vegatative  organism 
the  object  of  the  24-hour  intervals 
allow  the  resistant  spores  to  develop ;

Services

A 
sible  explanation  of  this  delay  is  that  the 
lister  wishes  to  settle  with  the  doctors 
t,  though  we  should  have  thought  it 
ferable  for  negotiations  with  all  con- 
ned to  be  carried  on  contemporaneously, 
can  it  be  that  pharmacy  is  not  sufh- 
itly  far  advanced  with  its  plans  for 
eting  the  needs   of   a  comprehensive 
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health  service  to  make  a  move  ?  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  established  a  Com- 
mittee of  Inquiry  in  1937  a-^d  an  informa- 
tive report  was  subsequently  issued.  In 
1942  the  Society  set  up  a  Planning  Com- 
mittee, but  so  little  has  been  heard  of  it 
that  a  progress  report  on  its  labours  seems 
called  for.  The  joint  memorandum  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  submitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Social  Security  and  Allied 
Services,  is  pharmacy's  nearest  official 
attempt  at  planning,  though  it  was  more 
of  a  review  than  a  plan.  The  document  did 
not  go  far  enough  and  urgently  needs 
reinforcement. 

Need  for  Pharmaceutical  Service 

For  the  purposes  of  the  health  services 
of  the  country,  pharmacy  can  be  classified 
as  retail  hospital,  and  wholesale  and 
manufacturing,  but  if  the  Minister  is  to 
negotiate  with  each  branch  separately,  and 
also  to  have  representations  from  all  the 
other  interests  which  may  consider  their 
particular  views  of  paramount  importance, 
pharmacy  will  merely  be  used  for  filling  in 
a  gap  instead  of  taking  its  proper  place. 
A  fully  representative  body  which  can  put 
forward  a  plan  for  a  comprehensive  phar- 
maceutical service  is  needed.  We  do  not 
share  the  view  put  forward  in  a  resolution 
by  the  Southampton  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  {see  p.  234)  that  the 
Society  is  the  proper  body  to  carry  out  this 
function,  even  if  its  Charter  could  be 
suitably  modified  in  time  to  be  of  use.  The 
Society  must  be  represented,  but  so  must 
other  organisations,  and  what  is  wanted 
is  an  all-embracing  body  superior  to'any  of 
its  components.  We  have  urged  the  need 
for  such  a  body  for  a  long  time.  If  it  were 
now  in  being  its  importance  and  character 
would  enable  it  to  negotiate  on  an  equal 
footing  with  the  medical  profession,  for  the 
doctors  could  do  Tittle  towards  alleviating 
suffering  without  the  co-operation  of  an 
adequate  pharmaceutical  service,  which 
must  form  an  essential  part  of  any  health 
scheme  ultimately  put  forward.  It  must 
be  evident  that  smaller  units  are  just  as 
determined  as  whole  nations  to  achieve  a 
better  post-war  world  that  will  give  full 
scope  to  their  activities.    Pharmacy  is  no 
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exception,  and  the  reorganisation  of  the 
health  services  is  presenting  an  opportunity 
such  as  has  not  occurred  for  a  century. 
Many  of  -the  younger  pharmacists  are 
serving  in  H.M.  Forces,  and  it  is  most 
unlikely  they  will  be  able  to  return  to 
civilian  life  in  time  to  make  their  opinions 
carry  weight  in  any  negotiations,  though 
their  ideas  are  no  doubt  similar  to  those  of 
the  younger  pharmacists  who  are  not  in 
uniform.  It  is  therefore  desirable  that 
those  who  today  consider  themselves  the 
leaders  in  pharmacy  should  get  together 
without  delay  and  draw  up  the  outlines 
of  a  scheme  for  submission  to  the  Minister 
of  Health.  The  primary  consideration 
must  be  the  welfare  of  the  nation,  and  there 
must  be  no  suspicion  of  promoting  sectional 
interests.  Too  long  has  pharmacy  worked 
in  ' '  water-tight ' '  compartments ;  intelligent 
co-operation  must  inevitably  result  in  bene- 
fit for  all  concerned. 

Tonic  Wines 

On  January  5,  1943,  the  Control  of  Cinchona 
and  Cinchona  Products  and  Synthetic 
Substitutes  (No.  2)  Order  came  into  force, 
prohibiting  the  use  or  consumption  of  these 
products,  except  under  licence  of  the 
Ministry  of  Supply,  and  the  prescribing  of 
quinine  and  its  salts  except  as  an  anti- 
malarial drug.  One  effect  of  this  Order 
was  that  medicated  wines  containing  quinine 
could  no  longer  be  made  and  sold,  and  in 
this  matter  Customs  and  Excise  wish  to 
draw  the  attention  of  the  drug  trade  and 
retail  chemists  to  the  administrative  prac- 
tice by  which  medicated  wines  which, 
inter  alia,  are  medicated  up  to  a  certain 
standard  of  unpalatability  are  allowed  to 
be  sold  without  an  Excise  retail  wine 
licence.  In  the  case  of  quinine  as  an  in- 
gredient to  give  the  required  unpalatability 
the  proportion  of  quinine  must  be  at  least 
one  grain  per  fluid  ounoe,  and  it  follows 
that  such  wines,  which  hitherto  have  been 
accepted  by  the  Excise  as  sufficiently 
medicated  to  be  sold  without  an  Excise 
licence  on  the  ground  of  their  containing 
quinine,  cease  to  be  saleable  without  a 
licence  so  long  as  quinine  is  unobtainable 
or  its  use  for  this  purpose  prohibited. 
It  should  be  noted  that  any  medicated 


wine  which  is  to  be  sold  without  an  Exc 
licence  should  be  approved  by  the  Exc 
authorities.  If,  therefore,  a  manufactu 
who  has  hitherto  used  quinine  now  subi 
tutes  some  other  ingredient,  the  concessi 
of  sale  without  Excise  licence  will  not  apj 
to  his  product  as  altered,  unless  the  n 
formula  has  been  submitted  to  and  appro 
by  the  Excise  authorities.  It  is  not  possi 
for  the  department  to  give  a  general  rul 
as  to  whether  the  concession  will  apply 
wines  in  which  another  ingredient  has  b 
substituted  for  quinine.  The  decision  wo 
depend  upon  the  precise  formula  in  e 
case  and  any  manufacturer  affected  sho 
submit  his  revised  formula,  with  a  sair 
of  the  product,  to  the  authorities. 

Raw  Materials  Supplies 

The  first  annual  report  on  the  work  of 
Combined  Raw  Materials  Board,  set  up  ;

OINTMENT  BASES 

by  D.  S.  Napier,  M.P.S. 


The  B.P.C.  says  of  ointments  that  these 
are  semi-soHd  preparations  intended  for 
local  application.  It  goes  on  to  say  that 
various  mixtures  of  fats  and  waxes  may 
be  used  to  meet  prevailing  conditions  of 
temperature,  and  is  much  concerned  with 
the  methods  to  be  adopted  in  dispensing 
these  preparations.  This  almost  creates 
the  impression  that  the  formulation  of  an 
ointment,  as  distinct  from  the  actual 
dispensing,  is  a  comparatively  simple 
matter.  Actually  the  reverse  is  true.  An 
ointment  consists  essentially  of  the  active 
medicament  and  the  base  in  which  it  is 
presented.  Since  the  base  is  the  usual  cause 
of  dissatisfaction  in  most  of  the  ointments 
with  which  we  are  familiar,  it  is  worth  while 
considering  the  factors  which  govern  the 
choice  of  a  suitable  base.  The  following 
considerations  are  those  which  I  regard  as 
the  most  important  in  the  formulation  of 
an  ointment  base:  (i)  Freedom  from  any 
tendency  to  rancidity ;  (2)  type  of  base  to 
be  used ;  (3)  suitability  and  compatibility 
with  a  variety  of  substances ;  (4)  suitable 
pn ;  (5)  ease  of  removal.  Other  factors 
may  have  to  be  considered,  it  is  true,  but 
some  of  them,  e.g.  "the  base  should  have 
no  irritating  property,  it  should  have  no 
tendency  to  defat  or  dehydrate  the  skin," 
are  largely  a  matter  of  common  sense. 

Three  Types  of  Base 

Dealing  with  the  points  in  the  order  given, 
I  think  we  may  dismiss  No.  i,  since  there 
is  no  excuse  nowadays,  considering  the 
choice  of  material  available,  for  producing 
an  ointment  with  any  tendency  to  ran- 
cidity. No.  2  presents  us  with  a  choice  of 
three  types  of  base,  (a)  the  oleaginous  base 
with  which  we  are  already  familiar ;  {b)  the 
emulsified  base,  both  w/o  and  o/w ;  and 
(c)  the  non-fatty  base.  Sorg  and  Jones 
("Iowa  College  Pharmaceutical  Journal," 
October  1941)  say  of  these  oleaginous  bases 
that  they  have  been  used  for  years  with 
questionable  results.  Their  defects  are  that 
they  do  not  permit  the  free  liberation  of  the 
contained  medicament ;  that  in  some  cases 
they  actually  inhibit  the  therapeutic  effect 
of  the  medicament ;  and  that  they  are 
usually  difficult  to  remove  from  the  skin. 
The  emulsified  base  presents  us  with  a  choice 
of  either  an  o/w  or  a  \v/o  emulsion.  Which 
to  choose  is  rather  more  difficult,  but 
bearing  in  mind  that  an  emulsion  with 


water  as  the  continuous  phase  is  abl 
wet  all  kinds  of  skin  and  mucous  surf; 
the  o/w  type  seems  to  be  preferable, 
fatty  bases  are  gradually  becoming 
popular,  particularly  for  nasal  jellies, 
for  acriflavine  and  tannic  acid  jellies  foj 
treatment  of  burns.  So  far  as  nasal  j( 
are  concerned,  this  type  of  base  is  a  disl 
improvement  on  the  usual  hydrocaj 
base  with  which  most  of  us  make  ut 
nasal  ointments. 

Importance  of  Compatibility 

When  considering  the  suitability 
base,  it  is  obvious  that  if  it  is  to  l| 
general  application,  it  must  be  compz 
with  a  variety  of  substances.  It  shouldl 
be  borne  in  mind  that  a  particular  subsf 
may  not  exhibit  its  full  therapeutic 
in  a  particular  base.  Phenol,  for  exail 
a  substance  with  high  bactericidal  pi] 
loses  this  property  entirely  when 
pounded  with  soft  paraffin,  but  retail 
when  presented  in  a  vanishing  creamj 
and  to  an  almost  equal  extent  in  a| 
cream  base.  With  regard  to  pH,  the 
requirement  is  for  the  base  to  be  nej 
or  slightly  acid.  I  believe  that  an  effel 
nasal  jelly  should  have  a  pH  betwe| 
and  6-5,  and  that  antiseptics  as  a 
show  greater  activity  in  a  neutral  or  sli| 
acid  base. 

The  last  consideration — ease  of  rer| 
— should  be  obvious.   It  is  more  pie 
from  the  patient's  point  of  view  if  an| 
ment  can  be  removed  by  means  of 
alone.

Bentonite  and  Methyl  Cellulose

If  water  were  added  to 
the  base  before  use  in  preparing  the  oint- 
ment, I  do  not  think  the '  efficacy  of  the 
product  would  be  impaired,  and  a  consider- 
able saving  would  l:)e  effected. 

Some  mention  must  also  be  made  of  the 
glycol  stearates.  Their  chief  use  is  com- 
bined with  a  small  quantity  of  soap  to  give 
an  o/w  emulsion,  although  they  may  also 
be  used  alone  to  give  somewhat  unstable 
w/o  emulsions.  Triethanolamine  stearate, 
frequently  formed  in  situ,  is  also  useful. 
Perhaps  its  chief  disadvantage  is  its 
instability  in  the  presence  of  electrolytes. 
Ammonium,  sodium,  and  potassium  soaps 
also  exhibit  similar  disadvantages.  Some 
time  ago  there  was  considerable  corre- 
spondence in  the  trade  Press  regarding  the 
use  of  triethanolamine  in  benzyl  benzoate 
vanishing  creams.  The  general  concensus 
of  opinion  seemed  to  be  that  these  creams 
do  not  keep  well.  In  actual  practice  I  have 
found  that  a  benzyl  benzoate  cream  pre- 
pared with  triethanolamine  and  stearic  acid 
keeps  remarkably  well  if  properly  stored. 
Recently,  hydrogenated  oils  and  sulphated 
hydrogenated  castor  oils  have  been  sug- 
gested as  potential  ointment  bases.  The 
hardened  oils  are  suggested  in  place  of  the 
usual  waxes ;  the  sulphated  varieties  are  said 
to  have  excellent  emulsification  properties.

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WOMEN  IN  WAR  FACTORIES 


A  REPORT  on  the  health  and  welfare  of 
women  in  war  factories  prepared  by  the 
Select  Committee  on  National  Expenditure 
was  recently  published.  The  Committee 
points  out  that  many  valuable  reports 
dealing  with  various  aspects  of  health  and 
welfare  problems  have  from  time  to  time 
emanated  from  departmental,  technical 
and  unofficial  bodies,  but  that  "little 
attention  seems  to  have  been  paid  to  many 
of  the  constructive  suggestions  contained 
in  these  documents.  The  main  cause  of 
this  apparent  neglect  and  of  the  absence  of 
a  co-ordinated  comprehensive  Government 
policy  may  well  be  the  fact  that  so  many 
different  Departments  have  each  their  own 
direct,  but  limited,  sphere  of  interest  within 
this  single  field,  and  that  these  spheres 
sometimes  overlap." 

Welfare  and  Health 

Thereafter,  the  report  deals  with  its 
subject  under  the  three  headings  "Health 
and  Welfare  Within  the  Factory  "  ;  "  Health 
and  Welfare  Outside  the  Factory";  and 
"The  State  and  Industrial  Health."  Under 
the  first  heading  physical  amenities,  medical 
provisions  and  general  oversight  are  dis- 
cussed. The  general  level  of  physical 
amenities  is  considered  satisfactory,  but 
stress  is  laid  on  the  importance  (?f  main- 
taining a  high  standard  of  cleanliness :  the 
incidence  of  disorders  due  to  prolonged 
contact  with  injurious  oils,  chemicals  and 
other  substances  is  unnecessarily  high.  In 
many  factories  workers  do  not  appear  to 
have  been  given  sufficient  explanation  of 
the  risks  incurred  in  the  handling  of  certain 
materials,  and,  in  particular,  of  the  im- 
portance of  personal  cleanliness  in  the 
prevention  of  dermatitis.  Washing  rooms, 
the  report  states,  are  generally  unattractive 
and  often  badly  lighted.  In  some  factories 
the  number  of  wash-basins  is  not  really 
adequate,  and  crowding  is  often  made 
worse  by  the  common  practice  of  putting 
mirrors  above  them.  On  the  other  hand, 
mirrors  have  not  always  been  provided  in 
the  ablution  rooms  of  filling  factories, 
although  these  are  essential  if  workers  are 
to  apply  the  protective  creams  and  powders 
when  working  with  toxic  substances. 

On  the  need  for  comprehensive  planning, 
the  report  states  that  although  the  health 
of  workers  in  war  industry  is  on  the  whole 
satisfactory,  existing  organisation  for  creat- 
ing and  maintaining  the  standards  of 
industrial    health    does    not    rest    on  an

Need  for  Latin 

Sir, — The  sight  of  your  advertisement, 
"Latin  for  Pharmaceutical  Students,"  in 
the  C.  &•  D.,  February  27  (p.  220),  arrested 
my  attention.  If  one  of  the  social  reforms 
undertaken,  after  the  war,  is  to  lead  to  the 
dispensing  of  medicines  to  be  wholly 
undertaken  by  pharmacists,  then  it  would 
seem  that  the  knowledge  of  Latin  will 
not  be  required.  The  formulary  compiled 
since  the  inception  of  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act,  and  contained  in  the  book 
styled  "National  Formulary,"  has  always 
been  written  in  Latin.  Owing  to  war, 
however,  and  the  need  for  economy  in  the 
prescribing  of  certain  drugs,  we  are  in- 
formed that  the  new  book,  "National  War 
Formulary,"  is  intended  for  all  dispensers, 
which  obviously  means  that  it  is  intended 
for  those  without  a  knowledge  of  pharma- 
ceutical Latin,  and  where  else  are  they  to  be 
found  except  in  doctor's  dispensaries? 
Perhaps  there  would  not  be  sufficient 
pharmacists  to  supervise  or  dispense  all 
that  would  be  required  in  a  National 
dispensing  service,  and,  to  reduce  the  period 
of  qualifying,  it  may  be  decided  to  eliminate 
the  subject  of  Latin,  in  future.  There  has 
always  been  a  discrepancy  in  a  law  enforcing 
a  firm  of  chemists  to  employ  a  pharmacist, 
but  not  so  in  the  case  of  a  firm  of  doctors. 
The  elimination  of  Latin  is  undoubtedly  a 
retrograde  step,  and  makes  one  fearful  of 
the  position  of  pharmacy  in  future.

Extractum  Cascarae  Sagradae  Siccum 

Sir, — We  are  surprised  that  the  publica- 
tion of  your  note  in  the  C.  6-  D.,  January 
23,  p.  98,  respecting  the  substitution  of  the 
U.S. P.  dry  extract  of  cascara  containing 
starch  for  the  B.P.  dry  extract  has  not  given 
rise  to  misgivings  by  manufacturers  of 
galenical  preparations  as  to  the  ethics  of 
substituting  for  the  B.P.  extract  one  that 
is  only  three-quarters  of  the  strength.  We 
understand  that  the  position  has  arisen 
through  the  arrival  in  this  country  of 
American  extract,  which  is  standardised  by 
means  of  the  addition  of  starch  so  that  one 
part  of  the  finished  product  equals  three  of 
bark,  whereas  the  formula  of  the  B.P.  dry 
extract  yields  a  product  that  is  stronger, 
viz.  one  part  of  extract  is  equivalent  to 
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four  parts  of  bark.  We  suggest  that  it 
would  be  a  very  serious  matter  to  reduce 
tfie  laxative  effect  of  one  of  the  most  popular 
domestic  medicines,  notwithstanding  that 
the  legality  of  reducing  the  strength  is 
established  by  the  amendment  to  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  published  in  the 
London  "Gazette."  We  submit  that  it 
would  have  been  very  much  better  to  have 
stipulated  that,  where  the  American 
extract  is  used,  the  necessary  adjustment 
should  be  made  by  increasing  the  dose  by 
one-third,  rather  than  to  make  the  two 
products  unprovisionally  interchangeable. 
We  are  calling  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Wholesale  Drug  Trade 
Association  to  the  matter  at  an  early  date 
so  that  we  can  obtain  a  consensus  of  opinion 
on  the  subject  and  in  an  effort  to  obtain 
uniform  action  throughout  the  trade.  Until, 
therefore,  a  decision  has  been  taken  for 
concerted  action  it  is  our  intention  to  use  in 
making  cascara  tablets — as  hitherto — 2 
grains  of  the  B.P.  extract  equal  to  8  grains 
of  the  bark,  and  if  owing  to  the  cessation 
of  importation  of  the  bark  we  are  compelled 
to  use  imported  extract  of  the  U.S. P. 
formula,  we  would  propose  to  use  2f  grains 
of  the  American  extr-act  so  that  the  medi- 
cinal effect  would  not  be  altered.  The  slight 
increase  in  size  of  the  sugar-coated  tablets 
would  hardly  be  noticed,  and  in  any  case 
a  slight  alteration  in  size  is  more  easily 
explained  by  the  retailer  than  a  flood  of 
complaints  of  a  deterioration  in  activity 
of  the  products  on  which  a  very  large  pro- 
portion of  the  British  public  have  been 
accustomed  to  rely.
